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DETAILED ACTION 

The submission of amendment filed on 7/15/2005 is acknowledged. At this point 
claims 1 and 9 have been amended, new claim 30 has been canceled and the remaining 
claims left unchanged. Thus, claims 1-30 are at issue in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Santosuosso et al. (US 5,902,034) in view of Contratto (US 3,737,834). 

Referring to Claim 1 Santosuosso et al. disclose (Figs.l, 2) a stand [10] having a 
plurality of channels [14] that span along the longitudinal axis of the stand. 

Santosuosso et al. discloses the instant claimed invention except for a plurality of 
lamp modules positioned over channels wherein a wiring are positioned within the 
channels. 

Contratto discloses (Figl) a plurality of the lamp modules [29] positioned over the 
channels having a housing [28] and a lamp bulb extending from the housing, wherein the 
wires [24] and [36] are positioned within the channel. 
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Referring to Claim 2 Santosuosso et al. disclose (Fig.2) a stand including a 
plurality of channels [14] having two grooves [46] positioned on opposite sides of the 
channel. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to provide the lamp modules of Contratto for the device of 
Santosuosso et al in order to obtain various positions of the light sources for 
illumination. 

Claims 3, 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Santosuosso et al. and Contratto, as applied to claim 2 above, and further in view of 
Glatthar et al. (US 2,413,704). 

Santosuosso et al. discloses the instant claimed invention except for a mounting 
brackets. 

Glatthar et al. discloses (Fig.l) sterilizer including posts [15] having a top bracket 
(not indicated by number) and a bottom bracket [16] for mounting to the base [11]. 

While the top bracket, according to the structure, is used for closing the top of the 
post, it will of course be understood for those skilled in the art, that this bracket may have 
any desired form in order to obtain mounting function except closing. 

Referring to Claim 5 Santosuosso et al. discloses the instant claimed invention 
except for UV lamps. 

Glatthar et al. disclose a plurality of UV lamps used in the purification of a 
confined air. 
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Referring to Claims 6, 7 Santosuosso et al. discloses the instant claimed 
invention except for that the plurality of the lamp modules are configured so that the 
lamp bulbs are nonplanar and arranged coaxially. 

Glatthar et al. disclose (Fig.3) that the plurality of the lamp modules [20] are 
configured so that the lamp bulbs are nonplanar and arranged coaxially when they 
coupled to the conduit wall [25]. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to provide the brackets, as shown by Glatthar et al. for the stand of 
Santosuosso et al. in order to allow the stand to obtain a fixed position. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Santosuosso et al., Contratto and Glatthar et al., as applied to claim 3 above, and further 
in view of Gallant et al. (US 4,646,21 1). 

Santosuosso et al. disclose the instant claimed invention except for a power 
junction module. 

Gallant et al. disclose a power junction module [56] coupled to the stand for 
power supply the light sources. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to provide the power junction module, as taught by Santosuosso et 
al. for the device of Contratto et al. for the lamps power supplying. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8, 30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to Claim 8 the prior art fails to show a stand having through hole 
positioned on one end of the stand. 

Referring to Claim 30 the prior art fails to show a stand having a X-shaped cross 

section. 

Claims9-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to Claim 9 the prior art fails to show a stand having a plurality of V- 
shaped channels. 

Referring to Claim 10 the prior art fails to show an ultraviolet standard for 
mounting in an air handling system including an elongate stand having a first wall 
intersecting a second wall to form two pairs of opposing channels. 

Claims 1 1-14 are allowed as claims depended on claim 10. 

Referring to Claims 15, 19 and 23 the prior art fails to show an ultraviolet 
standard for mounting in an air handling system including an elongate stand having a 
plurality of openings spaced along a longitudinal axis of the stand. 

Claims 16-18 are allowed as claims depended on claim 15. 

Claims 20-22 are allowed as claims depended on claim 19. 
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Referring to Claim 24 the prior art fails to show a method for minimizing 
contaminants within HVAC system providing a lamp standard having a stand with a 
plurality of channels, a plurality of lamp modules positioned over the channels and 
determining a dosage of UV light within the HVAC system. 

Claims 25 and 26 are allowed as claims depended on claim 24. 

Referring to Claim 27 the prior art fails to show a method for minimizing 
contaminants within HVAC system providing a lamp standard having a first and a second 
stands with a plurality of openings spaced along a longitudinal axis of the stands. 

Claims 28 and 29 are allowed as claims depended on claim 24.

Applicant's arguments, see pages 10, 1 1, filed 7/15/2005, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1, 2, 8 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Santosousso et al.
